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SW Ndeed I think we have Quarrel’d fo 
long; and to-fo little garnets, about 
. whether we fhall, or pot come 
 to-a Treaty, that it is Time to leave it 
off, the Treaty being already begun, and 
the Plenipotentiaries from all Sides repair- 
ing to Usrecht, where fume are already Ar- 
 siv'de-——Even the Emperor, if our laft Ac- 
counts are true, confidering better of it, 
has,. or is likely toorder his Minifters_to 
attend, as indeed bis ObjeGions agaiaft it 
being {0 frivolous, I always faid, and always 
believ'd he would. . 2 
Indeed the Reafonablenefs of coming to- 
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ether to hear what Franee-will offer, (eems 
O'great, that aothiog has been fo aftonith- 
ing, as to fee the Current of the Times 
run fo much againft it; the French have 
offer’d co Treat, upon promife of giving 
all the Allies Sacisfadtion, che Queea bas 
been of the Opinion, that this is f fair, 
thatthe cannot refufe to hear what he has 
to fay ———-. What Difficulty, what Re- 
proaches, what Suggeftions of Secret Me- 
gotiations, Separate Treaties, and of the 
Peace being made already, her Majefty 
has met with at Home and Abroad, yovall 
know, and if it fhould appear 10 have pee 
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all. Groundlefs, Cure fome People will look 
back and blufh at themfelves, but we muft 
wait alittle longer for that. _ 

Now the Treaty is begun, I thall apply 
mylelf to afew Things which I cannot but 
think is my Duty to urge upon the Age, 
as proper to the Seafon of the Treaty. 


x. As I hinted before, I cannot but ga- 
ther from the Concern the of 
France has thewn to obtain this Trea- 
ty, that very good Terms may be had 
from him by af the Allies, if chey 
will Unite in thls Treaty, as they are 
Uoited in the War; and therefore no- 
thing can be f& much the Intereft of 
the Confederates, as to adj@ among 
chemfelves.what it is Reafon#ble every 
ADy fhould: Demand and Jofift upon, 
and what they fhould be fatisfy’d with; 
and really rhis feems fo Natural, that 
one would think it fhould need no 
Reafoning to enforce it, For how 
thall the Minifters of the Allies know 
how tonite with, and ftand by one 
another in their Demands, if they are 
not firft Agreed what they thal, or 
thall not Infift upon at the Treaty ?—~ 
I fhall fay more of thisas I go on, in 
which I fhall not doubt but. the worft 
Enemy of this Paper fhall be Satisfy’d, 
whether 1 am Writing for a French 
Peace, yea OF 10. 


2. 1 obferve, if you can but agree what 
Conditions to Infift on for al the 
Confederates, 1am perfuaded {uch is 
the Neceffity the French are: in, fuch 
the Formidable appearance of the 
Confederates, uch the Ruin’d Exhau- 
fted Condition of King Philip, that 
the King of Frapce will never ron the 
Wentuce of letting this Treaty break 
off; but you may obtain as much by. 
this Treaty, as for ought I fee it may 
‘be proper tor you to take, tho” your 
Armics were at the Gates of Paris and 
Medd, the King of France is no 
Fool; we know the Jaterc& he has 


made ¢o obtain this Treaty, and he 
knows he fhall never be able w get 
fach another but by the Sword, which 
he has try’d fo mach to his Coft, chat 
he will not be forward to venture ; if 
therefore’he finds you United and Re- 
folute, you may have what you will 
of him 3if Divided, Jealous, and Ua- 
eafie one at another, in hori, he may 
have what he will of you, and you 
-moft yield it to him; and this I take 
3 be the true State of the Cale be- 

ore us.

Dangerous to one another, and this 
fhould, as God forbid, break the good 
Underftanding now happily fertied a- 
mong us. 


Thele Tings wowld be fuch: Bo 
Contention, as would doubttefs she one 
Enemy ap Advantage over us in the Trea- 
ty, and open a Door for him to get Ground 
by feemiegly elufing with this or that Side 
againft the ather ; co prevent which, -a 
complegt, Concert of Meafures:among oH 
the Confederates, by which.sll their feve- 
ral Incerefts and Demands. might be-adjuit- 
ed, would, without doubr, be the moft 
dire& Step, and would Contribute more 
towards bringing thedrench to comply with 
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- Alfour Demands, than an Army of an Hun- 
dred Thoufand Men in the Field. 

I know there are not wanting Whifper- 
€rs among the Confederates on all Hands ; 
and give me leave to put fome of you in 
Mind, that your Suggeftion here, of Pri- 
_ Vate and Secret Treaties and Negotiations 

with Frevce, has given but too much 
Ground to it, Infinuating that we have 
made too goo Terms for ourfetves 5 if this 
were true, as I fear itis not, yer I muft 
needs fay, one would think we ought not 
to have the firft to aten of it;
